As bank lending to small businesses falls across the South West 
Chartered accountant Robert Stone advises business owners seeking 
funding to look at the Seed Enterprise Investment Scheme (SEIS) 


ACCORDING to recent figures released by the British Bankers Association (BBA), 
bank lending to businesses in the West Country has decreased by £261 million 
between 2011 to 2012. Chartered Accountant Robert Stone, from llminster in 
Somerset, believes that tighter lending requirements and a perception by small 
businesses that banks are harder to deal with could account for this downward 
trend. However, he recommends that new enterprises shouldn't get hung up 
on the banks, but instead should consider the Seed Enterprise Investment 
Scheme (SEIS). 

"It is hard for start-up businesses to raise finance as the banks will ask them 
for both evidence of experience as well as assets, which is more applicable to 
well established companies," said Robert Stone. "Whereas equity funding, 
which is what SEIS is all about, is actually designed to help existing small busi¬ 
nesses and new enterprises source finance." 

Introduced in April 2012, SEIS is designed to boost economic growth in the 
UK by encouraging investment in small and early-stage businesses, while at 
the same time providing incentive to entrepreneurs. It offers excellent income 
tax and capital gains tax relief to investors who subscribe in cash for qualifying 
shares in a qualifying company. 

There is a comprehensive list of qualifying criteria for both companies look¬ 
ing for investment and investors themselves and it is important that profes¬ 
sional advice is sought by businesses thinking of applying for funding through 
SEIS, as well as by investors. 

Who is eligible for funding through SEIS? 

• Approved start-ups can receive funding of up to £150,000. 

• It must be a UK company with a permanent UK base. 

• The company must be new - under two years old. 

• The business must be small with fewer than 25 full time (or equivalent) 
employees. 

• SEIS funding will not be given to businesses that are not financially 
healthy. 

• The company must have gross assets of less than £200,000. 

• The company must not have previously received investments under the 
EIS orVCT schemes. 

• Any funds raised under SEIS must be used in an approved business activity 
within three years of investment - relief cannot be claimed by investors until 
a minimum of 70 per cent of the money has been spent. 

Activities excluded under SEIS 

There are a number of trades that do not qualify for the SEIS. These include: 

• Dealing in land, in commodities or futures in shares, securities or other 
financial instruments. 

• Dealing in goods, other than in an ordinary trade of retail or wholesale 
distribution. 

• Financial activities such as banking, insurance, money-lending, debt-factor¬ 
ing, hire-purchase financing or any other financial activities. 

• Leasing or letting assets on hire, except in the case of certain ship-chartering 
activities. 

• Legal or accountancy services. 

• Property development. 

• Farming, market gardening, holding, managing or occupying woodlands, 
any other forestry activities or timber production. 

• Operating or managing hotels or comparable establishments or managing 
property used as an hotel or comparable establishment. 

Application for formal approval 

Businesses considering getting funding through SEIS can apply in advance 
to HMRC (HM Revenue & Customs) to check that their proposed share offer 
meets the required criteria. This offers reassurance to potential investors that 
their investment will qualify for tax relief. Formal approval cannot be obtained 
until a business has been trading for four months or, if not yet trading, it must 
have spent at least 70 per cent of the money raised by the issue of shares. 


Who are behind the funds in SEIS? 

• Venture investment firms who raise money from private investors and who 
can also offer expert help and advice. 

• Business Angels in the form of private investors, who are normally successful 
entrepreneurs in their own right. 

• Crowdfunding, comprising groups of small investors, usually on the internet. 
Individual members decide how much they want to invest.

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Saving Lives at Sea in Dorset 

WHEN the mast of a 120-year-old sail-training vessel came crashing down in rough seas and gale force 
winds off Portland Bill, Weymouth RNLI Coxswain Andy Sargent and his crew aboard Weymouth’s 
Ernest and Mabel raced to their aid. Andy and his six crew members rushed to the station and were 
heading out to sea in less than ten minutes from receiving the call. 

The 24m Brixham trawler Leader is run by Devon based Trinity Sailing Foundation who offer 
disadvantaged young people the chance to sail. With winds gusting up to 40 knots she had been sailing 
south of the Bill when her main mast snapped, bringing her rigging, sail and boom, crashing into the 
water. 

Remarkably, no-one was hurt. But, unable to control the boat following the dismasting, the Brixham 
trawler had started to drift into the Race, an area of dangerous currents off the Bill. 

Andy said: The mast was broken and the rigging was in the water on the vessel’s port side, so the 
crew had to deal with this first so it didn’t become a hazard to the Leader or to us. They secured the 
debris alongside the casualty boat as best they could in the conditions and then having determined 
that no one was injured we secured a tow line.’ 

They couldn’t use their engine as the gear and rigging was in the water and could have got caught 
around the propeller.’ Due to the rough weather it took five hours for the volunteer lifeboat crew to tow 
the 1892 wooden sailing ketch Leader, safely back to port. 

Rescues such as this are only made possible thanks to the generosity of RNLI supporters. The RNLI 
are grateful for all the support they receive from people generously donating their money or time, 
however, legacies are critical to the future of the RNLI and to saving lives. The sea will always be a 
danger and the RNLI will always be needed to rescue those in trouble.

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Ham Hill archaeological dig draws to a close 


A THREE-year major archaeological excavation on 
Ham Hill is drawing to a close and many artefacts 
have been discovered, including a near-perfect Bronze 
Age brooch and a fragment from a glass bangle with 
twisted decoration, deemed extremely rare for the 
area, originating from the Mediterranean. 

Archaeologists from Cambridge and Cardiff Univer¬ 
sities and local independent archaeologist, Alan Gra¬ 
ham from Seavington, have spent the last three 
summers digging exploratory trenches at the local 
quarry and nature reserve, which is the largest Iron 
Age hillfort site in the country. 

Hillforts are one of the most common and wide¬ 
spread monuments of British prehistory that date to 
the first millennium BC and lasted until the Roman 
conquest. It is unusual for a large area within a hill fort 
to be excavated due to their protection, however, Ham 
Hill stone is one of the most important building re¬ 
sources in southern England. 

Special permission was granted and the Ham Hill 
Stone Quarry have funded the extensive exploration 
of the south end of the hillfort, of which a large area 
has now been excavated along with some smaller, tar¬ 
geted trenches. 

Mr Graham has been working on an area which ex¬ 
posed part of the western rampart, near to the monu¬ 
ment end of the hill. The four-metre wide trench he 
was working on last year was extended to 10 metres, 
was four metres deep and was where the brooch and 
bangle fragment were found. 

Student John Madge had found the brooch which 
was promptly named the Madge brooch. He also un¬ 
earthed a good sized Neolithic polished flint hand axe 
fragment whilst Mr Graham was explaining their work 
to The Weekender. 

The local expert, Mr Graham, was pleased with the 
results of their efforts, which he said had revealed the 
history of the ramparts, basically a wide wall built of 
larger stone either sized and in-filled with smaller rub-

ble used as defence against the elements and invaders. 

The geology revealed how the wall had been allowed 
to fall down and become a grassy bank for about 200 
years before being rebuilt, when the local people were 
aware of the threat of the Roman invasion. At the later 
stage, around the first century AD, an entranceway had 
been created, a feature that had not existed in the orig¬ 
inal build. They also had evidence of a hearth and had 
found charcoal deposits, including blackened grains 
which could give a clue about diet. 

The main focus of the excavation has been on a large 
rectangular ditched enclosure, next to the main quarry 
site to the south, one of a number that are scattered 
across the interior of the hillfort. The excavated en¬ 
closure did not appear to have been occupied but was 
a largely empty and short-lived space, appearing to 
have been deliberately destroyed, perhaps after only 
five to ten years. 

One theory was that it had been a meeting place for 
the community to gather to make decisions. Another 
reason for thinking that this was a special place was 
the quantity of human remains found by the excava¬ 
tions. Several deliberate burials had been discovered 
in pits and within the enclosure ditch, not a practice 
common in the Iron Age. Fragments of human skull 
and other isolated bones were found, which appeared 
to have been scattered across the area possibly circu¬ 
lated as tangible representations of ancestors, raising 
the question, “were these ancestors called upon when 
important decisions had to be made?”. 

A roundhouse, discovered by accident during the 
rampart excavation to the south last year was not re¬ 
visited this year, as the archaeology there was consid¬ 
ered too important and would need specialist funding 
to be properly investigated. The large enclosure had to 
be investigated as this will be the next area to be quar- 
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ried by the stone company and was funded by them. 

A small quantity of human remains found in the de¬ 
posits behind the southern rampart showed evidence 
of a violent assault. These remains appear to have been 
defleshed/chopped up and left exposed on the surface 
of the hill . 


Roman military objects have been discovered on the 
hill and it may well have been garrisoned in the initial 
period of the Roman occupation of the south west.

M EMBERS of the Royal Air Forces Association 
and cadets from 2381 (llminster) Squadron 
Air Training Corps marked the anniversary 
of the Battle of Britain last week. 

A morning service and wreath laying was held at 
St Mary's Church, Chard, attended by the mayor and 
councillors to mark the beginning of the anniver¬ 
sary week. 

On Sunday 15th, the end of the week was marked 
by the cadets marching from Frog Lane in llminster 
to the Minster before a 6pm service, followed by a 
wreath laying. 

September 15th 1940 was identified by historians 
as the day on which the RAF effectively won the Bat¬ 
tle of Britain, the biggest air battle of the war, which 
took place from July 10th until October 31st. Hitler 
had identified September 15th as the Luftwaffe's 
last opportunity to gain air superiority in order to 
make an invasion viable. Intent on not letting his 
Fuhrer down, Hermann Goring, the Luftwaffe's Com- 
mander-in-Chief, ordered two huge raids against 
the south-east of England, which did not go accord¬ 
ing to plan. 

One Chard resident was able to lay a wreath earlier 
this year at the grave of a family member involved 
in the battle, thanks to information from the Com¬ 
monwealth War Graves Commission. 

When Alan Gunn made a visit to Hornchurch RAF 
aerodrome, he saw the name PO Harold Gunn on 
the Battle of Britain roll of honour and discovered 
he was a relative. 

Looking further into the background, he discov¬ 
ered that Harold Gunn had been born in 1913, was 
grammar school educated and joined the RAF in 
1929 as an aircraft apprentice. He passed out as an 
engine fitter in 1932 and later applied for pilot train¬ 
ing, becoming a sergeant pilot, flying hurricanes 
with 111 Squadron. 


Battle of Britain anniversary

In April 1940 he was commissioned and in July had 
joined 74 Squadron at Hornchurch, flying spitfires. 

On July 28th, 1940, 12 spitfires of 74 Squadron 
were scrambled early which gave them time to get 
above the oncoming attack of 100 German aircraft. 
During the dog fight Harold shot down his first ME 
109. On July 31st, three squadrons were scrambled 
when an attack by 16 ME 109s heading for Dover 
was reported, but due to poor weather six spitfires 
of B flight 74 Squadron were the only ones to find 
them. 

Despite being at a height disadvantage of some 
2,000 feet, they immediately attacked. In the ensu¬ 
ing dog fight the flight commander's aircraft was so 
badly damaged that he crash-landed at Manston 
and two other aircraft were lost and the pilots killed. 
One of these was Harold Gunn. 

His body was retrieved from the sea by a German 
E-boat and buried in Belgium. 

When Alan Gunn contacted the war Graves Com¬ 
mission he discovered that Harold had been re¬ 
buried after the war at Oostenede New Communial 
cemetery in Belgium. He and his wife visited the 
cemetery whilst on holiday, laying a 74 Squadron 
wreath on the grave to honour the sacrifice of his 
family member 73 years ago, 100 years after his 
birth. 

Chairman of the Chard and llminster branch of the 
RAF Association, Brian Rideout, said :"l would like to 
thank Mr and Mrs Gunn for honouring and remem¬ 
bering a member of 'our family'as we of the RAF As¬ 
sociation honour and remember the members of 
'our family'during the Battle of Britain church serv¬ 
ices in Chard and llminster in September."

No need for Glovers fans to panic 


DESPITE only picking up one point from 
two away games since the international 
break, Yeovil Town still provide good value 
for the faithful travelling fans. 

A draw at Hillsborough on Saturday 
against the Owls, and a narrow 2-1 defeat 
on Tuesday night at Portman Road sees the 
Glovers drop back into the bottom three of 
the Championship. 

However, their performances to date 
must give every fan a lift and the prospect 
that they will be strong enough to stay up 
this season. 

I like many, have been worried before the 
season began that they would be overpow¬ 
ered by teams with the financial clout to 
pay seemingly ridiculous money for players, 
but I have watched all the home games and 
have been heartened by their displays. 

Birmingham City, Derby County and 
Reading are all well established and experi¬ 
enced Championship and former Premier 
league sides with big budgets, but Yeovil 
deserved a point, if not all three out of two 
of those games despite most of the players 
having stepped up to this level for the first 
time. 


The trips to Sheffield Wednesday and Ip¬ 
swich Town would have been a huge learn¬ 
ing curve for the players as well, as they 
experienced attendances of 22,000 and 
16,000 respectively - mostly home fans. 

While they played in front of 41,000 at 
Wembley in May, the occasion and the fact 
that the number of opposing fans were 
fairly even, was probably not so fearsome, 
with virtually the whole stadium against 
you. 

Tomorrow sees probably the "glamour" 
side of the league, Harry Redknapp's 
Queens Park Rangers, visit Huish. 

Rob Green, Richard Dunne and Andy 
Johnson together with the infamous Joey 
Barton and latest signing Benoit Assou- 
Ekotto, all command wages which Glovers 
chairman John Fry can only dream about, 
but it shows the parameters in which the 
club have to try and survive.

ONCE again the subject of diving and sim¬ 
ulation comes to the fore with one of the 
most notorious "divers" of them all Ashley 
Young once again in the limelight after 
being caught cheating at the weekend. 

The answer is a red card - no if's or but's! 

I am often critical about referees, particu¬ 
larly at the lower levels, but they can do 
without the additional burden of having to 
look out for this kind of behaviour. 

In Young's case he was later legitimately 
fouled which resulted in the Crystal Palace 
defender being sent-off as the last man, 
which as the law stands was a correct deci¬ 
sion; although it appears it was a free-kick 
not a penalty. 

However, ifYoung had been dismissed for 
the original offence he would not have 
been on the field to draw the foul, and it 
would have been Manchester United with 
the ten men not Palace. 

Regardless of whether the second inci¬ 
dent occured, this appears to illustrate that 
cheats prosper. 

There was a similar incident of simulation 
at Huish Parka couple of seasons ago when 
Charlton Athletic visited and both French¬ 


man Yann Kermorgantand Hogan Ephraim 
both went down as if poleaxed; Kermorgant 
on at least four occasions collapsing and 
clutching his face as if having been forearm 
smashed by Big Daddy, whilst Ephraim was 
also guilty of throwing himself to the 
ground twice in similar fashion. 

Referee Brendan Malone ignored their 
amateur dramatics, but if he had taken ac¬ 
tion and sent them off, then Kermorgant 
wouldn't have been on the field to score the 
Addick's second goal in their 3-2 victory. 

Cynicism is far too prevalent in football 
now and needs to be stopped. Poor refer¬ 
ring by Ian Cooper at The Avenue last Sat¬ 
urday saw Dorchester, desperate for points, 
denied a possible equaliser by the most bla¬ 
tant foul by Bishop's Stortford's Sean Fran¬ 
cis, who was not even looking at the ball as 
he cut down Aristede Bassele. 

As often happens, this failure to act in 
such obvious circumstances leaves the of¬ 
fended side upset and soon after Magpie's 
Lewis Morgan was sent-off and manager 
Phil Simkin sent to the stand for remonstrat¬ 
ing at the injustice.
